NATIONAL FARMERS

Government Aid Sought in Marketing 
Cotton—Work of Peter Radford 
Commended. 


Fort Worth, Texas.—The eleventh 


annual meeting of the Farmers’ Edu- | 


cational and Co-operative Union of 
America came to a close in this city 
today. More than two thousand dele- 
gates were present, representing the 
various state organizations and cov- 
ering an area from coast to coast and 
from the great lakes to the gulf. 

President Chas. S. Barrett, presid- 
ed over the sessions and introduced 
the various speakers. The keynote 
of the convention was the action of 
the convention in asking government- 
al aid in financing the cotton crop of 
the South. 

“The 


greatest crisis in years, 
brought on by the European war, 
faces the United States,” said Presi- 


dent Barrett in his opening address. 
“There is only one thing to do and 
that is for the United States govern- 
ment to buy three or four million 
bales of cotton at not less than ten 
cents a pound from the farmers of 
the South to be held until a higher 
price may be obtained and, when sold, 
the profit, minus the expense of hand- 
ling to be remitted to the farmers.” 

Thé convention went on record as 
favoring the Henry bill introduced 
before Congress recently, which 
favors the buying of cotton by the 
government as a relief of the ,Pres- 
ent situation. ‘This bill was drafted 
with the co-operation of
